But he said there were other 
aspects of the budget to which 
he was opposed and that since 
he had to record himself either 
for or against the overall 
budget, he was voting against 
it 

School Committee Chairman 
Haskell C. Freedman asserted 
that the Mayor has been a de¬ 
voted and conscientious School 
Committeeman. Freedman 
said he recognized that Gibbs 
was filling a dual role as 
School Committee member and 
Mayor. 

Freedman went on to say he 
was sure the Mayor's vote 
against the budget was for 
certain technical reasons. 

He praised Gibbs and said 
the Mayor was “in sympathy 
with the overall objectives of 
the Newton public schools and 
the desire of the citizens as I 
saw it for the School Commit¬ 
tee to maintain quality educa¬ 
tion In Newton."

Volpe Trading And Dealing

How much ex-Governor Volpe has been hurt po¬ 
litically by the wheeling, dealing and trading during the 
closing days of his administration is a question which

"My purpose in filing this 
measure late." Muther said, “is 
to bring it in for consideration 
after having already gained a 
four-fifths vote of the Rules 
Committee for admission.”

"The state is providing 
Newton” Dr. Greenleaf stated 
“with a supply of the vac¬ 
cine, sufficient for all chil¬ 
dren up through the age of 
19. Newton will furnish the 
vaccine for the balance of 
the City's population. Prac¬ 
ticing physicians were the 
first to realize and are in ac¬ 
cord that the Sabin Oral Vac¬ 
cine Program should at least 
be initiated as a coordinated 
mass saturation community 
effort rather than attempt¬ 
ing to effect it on a private 
patient-private physician bas¬ 
is. The closer we time our 
adult program with the New¬ 
ton School Program and with 
our neighboring community 
programs, the better it is for 
all of us. Multiple cross-in¬ 
fection is thus curbed and 
such a situation will lend to 
reduce the carrier state, even 
in the uncooperative, non¬ 
participants. 

Doctors Will Aid All-Out 
Campaign 

"The private physician will 
help with this satuiation pro¬ 
gram and will look out for 
the new arrivals to our com¬ 
munity. Although our objec¬ 
tive is 100% immunization of 
the Newton population against 
all three major types of Polio 
viruses (Type I, II and III), 
it is especially urgent that 
our planned January oral pro¬ 
gram drive with Type I he 
successful, as Type I is the 
major paralysis protection." 

Dr. Greenleaf expressed 
his appreciation to Mr. Bas- 
bas and the Steering Com¬ 
mittee for their willingness 
to accept the responsibility 
for this health program 
which will do much to bene¬ 
fit the community.

Now that the holiday season, with the combined 
impact of Christmas and New Year's, has been written 
into recent history comes the time to look around with 
the thought that much credit is due in many quarters. 

We are concerned at this writing with the hercu¬ 
lean task once again efficiently performed by the New¬ 
ton postoffice personnel under the skilled direction of 
“Tim" O'Neil, superintendent of mails at Newtonville. 

The annual log-jam of holiday mail which inundates 
the postoffices of the nation annually was borne out in 
Newton. The rising tide reached peak-flood proportions 
despite the efforts of many citizens to get their cards 
and parcels into the mails early. But, with accustomed 
efficiency, “Tim” O'Neil's boys met the tide head-on 
and had it flowing out of the city or into the homes of 
Newton residents on schedule. 

This service may. or may not. be taken for granted 
by many folks around the holiday season. However, it 
just doesn’t happen and it isn’t an accident. It is the 
result of planning and know-how, smooth team-work by 
a corps of trained men under skilled leadership. This 
editorial tribute is well deserved. It is extended to Su¬ 
perintendent O'Neil and his staff by The Graphic 
speaking for the residents of Newton, who again were 
the recipients of postal service par excellence.

In short. Volpe acted like most other lame duck 
Governors before him who had been defeated for re- 
election or renomination. 

He had even more trading to do than most of 
them because he had delayed filling a number of 
positions until after election—an election he was 
supremely confident of winning. 

Most political experts are d/,posed to minimize the 
harm Volpe has done to himselj in the public eye by his 
trading just before he left off/e. 

A few pundits interpret Volpe's actions as indicat¬ 
ing that he has no intention of seeking election again 
and that he is through with politics. 

Most, however, reason coldly that Volpe’s wheel¬ 
ing and.dealing will be quickly forgotten as public 
attention shifts to a new Governor and a new adminis¬ 
tration. 

It's true that the trading of jobs and votes will be 
quickly forgotten by most people who, unfortunately, 
have come to take such things pretty much for granted. 

But there are elements within the Republican 
party who will not quickly forget what happened during 
the dying days of Volpe's administration. 

Two months ago, it was generally assumed that 
Volpe could have his party's nomination for Gover¬ 
nor for the asking in 1964 and that he would he en¬ 
titled to a return rarp with Peabody if he dpsired it. 

That is no longer the case. Volpe will face a fight 
at the GOP State convention if he decides to attempt a 
comeback and make a new run for the Governorship in 
'64. And the trading and wheeling and dealing would 
be used as an issue against him. 

It is a political fact of life that Volpe rould not 
have gained the approval of the all-Democratie Ex¬ 
ecutive Council for some of his appointments if he 
had not made deals with certain Council members. 

Volpe, however, was supposed to be above such 
horse trading. There are those in his own party who be¬ 
lieve it would have been better if the Governor had 
seen some of his appointments go down the drain but 
had retained the image he carried through most of his 
administration. 

Mr. Volpe assumed the Governorship two years 
ago as a businesman in politics. He left it as a profes¬ 
sional politician. 


Mixing in Finns*' Fight 
Blunder By Peabody 

While outgoing Governor I 
Volpe seemingly was killing! 
himself politically in ihe Re¬ 
publican part* by his trading 
with Democratic politicians, 
incoming Governor Pr-ahodv 
committed what most observers j 
consider an incredible hi' nrler 
by mixing into the fig! t for 
the House Speakership. 

Regardless of wha Pea-, 
body’* purposes or motives 
may have been in backing Rep¬ 
resentative Michael Paul Fee- 
ney against John F. Thomp¬ 
son. the new Governor was 
certain to injure himself »*■ 
verely in his own party hv 1 
jumping into the battle among 
House Democrats. 

Rack through the sweep of 
the years Governors have 
avoided involvement in fights 
for the House Speakership and 
the Senate presidency as they 
would the plague. ' 

Opposing candidates might 
have been their ardent sup- 

? 0 rters or their hitter enemies 
hey. nevertheless, maintained 
a rigid hands-off policy, recog¬ 
nising that even if thev sue- 
•eeded in swinging the nerr*- 
msv votes to a friendly Speak¬ 


er or Senate president they 
would he hurt in the end. 

Political onlookers assumed 
that Peabody as titular head 
of the Democratic party in 
Massarhusets would sit hack 
until the battle for the Speak¬ 
ership had ended, then assume 
the role of pearr-maker and 
try to pull together the war¬ 
ring Democratic factions. 

Instead, he stunned the poli¬ 
tical experts h\ jumping head¬ 
long ,ntn the midst of the strug¬ 
gle. 

It is understandable that 
Peabody s sympathies would 
have been with Feenev in the 
latter's fight against Thomp¬ 
son. 

Feenev played a hig part in 
swinging the endorsement of 
the Democratic State t'.onven- 
lion to Peabody. Thompson, on 
the other hand, was neutral in 
the clash between the fleinn- 
cratic candidates for the Gov¬ 
ernorship. 

If Peabody wanted to re- 
pav his political debt to Fee¬ 
nev. lie c ould have done it hv 
quicilv placing House members 
friendly to him on the line for 
Feenev. 

But to take sides publicly in 
the Thompson-Feeney haute. 


to place his prestige as Gov¬ 
ernor an the barrel head and 
to incur the hostility of Demo¬ 
cratic legislators whose sup¬ 
port he w ill need, was a mon¬ 
umental hooh-booh. 

\lhat this reflects is the po¬ 
litical inexperience not onlv of 
Peahodv but also of the per¬ 
sons advising him. An astute 
and seasoned politician would 
have told him quickly that 
even if he could have defeated 
Thompson and elected Feeney 
hv taking a public stand, the 
political price he would have 
to pay would he too high. 

Most politicians attach great 
imparlance to keeping their 
word once they have given it. 

Those Democratic House 
members pledged to Thompson 
found themselves in an emhars- 
sing position when they were 
asked hv Peahodv to shift to 
Feeney. 

They were confronted with 
the choice of turning down the 
man who will dispense the 
patronage at the State House 
for the next two years or 
breaking their word to Thomp¬ 
son. 

Peabody's implication that 
Thompson would not support 
his legislative program was 
also somewhat silly since up 
to that time Peahady had not 
revealed his program. 

These observations are not 
intended as anv endorsement 
of Thompson’s service as 
Speaker or as anv defense of 
the dictatorial tactics he has 
employed at times in running 
the House. Nor is there anv 
dispute that Feeney might 
make a good Sneaker . 

The issue here, however, is 
whether Peahodv acted wisely 
as an incoming Governor in 
injecting himself openly into 
a fight on which Governors 
traditionally maintain a hands- 
off policy and leave to the 
members of the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives to settle. 

Penhodx's action obviously 
has aroused strong resentment 
among many Democratic leg¬ 
islators who during the year 
will he voting on proposals by 
the Governor. 

From the standpoint of 
achieving a harmonious work¬ 
ing relationship with the Leg¬ 
islature. which is vital to the 
surcess of his administration, 
Peabody has got off to just 
about the worst possible start. 

Laurence Curtis 
Temporarily Relires 

One of the most respected 
public figures in Massachu¬ 
setts has retired temporarily 
to private life. 

After 10 years as a Congress¬ 
man. two years as State Treas¬ 
urer. 10 years as a member of 
the State Legislature and four 
years a* a Roston Citv Coun¬ 
cillor. Laurence Curtis has re¬ 
sumed the status of private 
citizen. 

Curtis was nosed out for the 
GOP nomination for the L. S. 
Senate by George C. Lodge in 
the primarv last September. 

But hr uas really a victim 
of the redistricting law which 
revamped the State into 12 new 
congressional districts instead 
of the previous 14. 

Curtis aetnaly ran for the 
Senate onlv because the con¬ 
gressional district he had rep¬ 
resented for 10 years was bro¬ 
ken up and there was no op¬ 
portunity for him to remain 
in Congress where he had at¬ 
tained seniority after a deeade 
of excellent service and was a 
member of the important 
House Foreign Affairs Com¬ 
mittee. 

This man accepted the ad¬ 
verse spin of the political 
wheel uncomplainingly. He 
took adversity with the same 
grace *» victory. 

To the people he represent¬ 
ed on ITashingtnn's Capitol 
Hill for exactly yrj years. Lau¬ 
rence C.urti.s was a Congress¬ 
man who never asked their 
party enrollment or how they 
hod i oted ii hen he could be of 
service to them. 

\ Republican, he provided 
a quality of representation 
and serviie which made him 
unbeatable in a district which 
grew steadily more Democra¬ 
tic. One Democrat after an¬ 
other challenged him. Curtis' 
winning plurality mounted 
with each election. 

Curtis would be a natural 
to head up the Republican 
.'-late ticket for the 1961 cam¬ 
paign. His interests, however, 
lie more in the field of foreizn 
affairs than in Rearon Hill 
politics. 

He is an acknowledged ex¬ 
pert on international problems. 
If a Republican were serving 
as President, his services would 
he eagerly sought in some ca¬ 
pacity for the State Depart¬ 
ment. His talents might he 
used even hv the Kennedy ad¬ 
ministration. for he has the 
kind of ability and sturdy in¬ 
tegrity which the nation needs. 

K hot the future holds for 
Laurence Curtis is uncertain. 
He ran for the U. S. Senate

All non-citizens admitted for 
permanent residence regard¬ 
less of age or period of resi¬ 
dence, including all non-immi¬ 
grants in the United States 
for limited periods such as 
students, visitors, exchange 
personnel, etc., must comply 
with this statutory require¬ 
ment. 

Diplomats, members of cer¬ 
tain international organizations 
such as the United Nations, 
and persons admitted tempora¬ 
rily as agricultural laborers 
who have not abandoned their 
status, are exempted. 

Form 1-53 Alien Address 
Report will be available at all 
U S. Post Offices and Immigra¬ 
tion and Naturalization Service 
Offices during business hours 
from January 2-31. 1963.

Hospital Here 
To Have Trainee 
In Its Pharmacy 

Newton Wellesley Hospital 
and Northeastern University 
have combined in an endea¬ 
vor that produces a significant 
first in the field of pharmacy 
education, it was reported last 
week. 

A joint announcement by 
George L. White of Newton, 
president of the hospital's 
board of trustees, and Pres¬ 
ident Asa S. Knowles of the 
university, reveals that begin¬ 
ning on Jan. 28. a sophomore 
in Northeastern's new College 
of Pharmacy will become the 
first student in the United 
States to be employed by a 
hospital pharmacy under a co¬ 
operative plan of education. 

The sophomore, Charles S. 
Sweet, will begin a two-year 
apprentice training program 
in Newton-We 11 e s 1 e y Hos¬ 
pital's pharmacy department. 

Under Northeastern's plan, 
students alternate periods of 
classroom instruction with re¬ 
gular paying jobs, thus en¬ 
abling them to combine theory 
with practical experience. The 
pharmacy co-op plan differs 
slightly in that students un¬ 
dergo full-time classroom 
study for 24 years then, for 
the remainder of their college 
career, alternate 10- and 16- 
week periods at Northeastern 
with practical experience in 
hospital and retail pharmacies. 

Sweet has already had three 
years of experience in retail 
pharmacies through parttime 
jobs. "I have wanted to go in¬ 
to hospital pharmacy for some 
time," he said, “but getting a 
part-time job there is pretty 
much impossible. Now I will 
have the opportunity." 

Officials of the hospital and 
Northeastern believe that co¬ 
op training in pharmacy has 
endless potential.

Newton officials are moving ahead "as speedily as 
possible" on the construction of fhe new incinerator at 
the Runiford Ave site in Auburndale. 

Mayor Donald L. Gibbs revealed yesterday that he 
will appoint the firm of Metcalf and Flddy to draw up 
the plans and specifications for the project, the com¬ 
pletion of which is expected in 18 months. 

Public Works Director Wil¬ 
lard Pratt estimated that it 
will take "about six months" 
for Metcalf and Eddy to draw 
up the plans and specifica¬ 
tions and put them out for 
bid. Another 12 months is 
needed for construction of the 
incinerator. 

The last stumbling block in 
the way of the construction 
of the city facility was re¬ 
moved on Monday night, when 
the Board of Aldermen de¬ 
feated a mqtion to reconsider 
its action of a previous meet¬ 
ing. 

In December, the Aldermen 
voted by a 16-6 margin funds 
for the project. However, Al¬ 
derman Earle D. Wood, who 
favors the Elliot St. site, 
moved for reconsideration of 
the action. This motion was 
defeated 16-7 Monday. 

Arguing for reconsidera¬ 
tion. Wood said, "I'm still 
not 109 percent sure that we 
need a new incinerator . . . 

The present one with proper 
adjustments could be made 
to last another five years.

Combined Effort For Polio Prevention 
Assumes Avalanche Proportions Here 


Newton's health, civic, 
school, commercial and in¬ 
dustrial leadership is co-oper¬ 
ating to the fullest extent to 
the end that 50.000 residents 
of the city, both children and 
adults, will receive oral im¬ 
munization against polio, it 
was stated this week by City 
Clerk Monte G. Basbas. gen¬ 
eral chairman of the local 
Oral Immunization Citizens 
Committee. 

Seven feeding stations will 
be set up at locations easily 
accessible to residents of the 


city's various communities. 
It is there that Type 1 vac¬ 
cine will be orally adminis¬ 
tered The stations are pri¬ 
marily for adults. Pupils of 
public, private and parochial 
schools will be given their 
vaccine at their schools a 
week ahead of the adult pro¬ 
gram—the week of Jan. 14. 

Infants and pre-school 
children can receive the 
immunization vaccine either 
during the school program 
week or at the adult clinic 
times at the seven stations. 


Chairman Basbas calls the

Speakership Fight Revealed 
Lack of Leadership in COP 

One thing the bruising battle for the House Speak¬ 
ership pointed up strikingly was the utter lack of any 
real leadership within the Republican party in Mas¬ 
sachusetts. 

To be sure, this was a fight between opposing Dem¬ 
ocratic factions in the House of Representatives, with 
the new Democratic Governor squarely in the middle 
of the knock-down brawl. 

Republican House members were confronted with 
three possible courses: 

1. They could cast meaningless votes on ballot 
after ballot for their own party leader, Representa¬ 
tive Sidney Q. Curtiss of Sheffield, and thus prolong 
a stalemate indefinitely. 

2. They could follow the leadership of the Dem¬ 
ocratic Governor and the Democratic State Commit¬ 
tee Chairman and depose Speaker John F. Thompson. 

3. Or they could administer a defeat to Gov¬ 
ernor Peabody by swinging behind Thompson, whose 
rule over the House many of them had openly and 
publicly criticized. 

There was no strung leader and no clear party 
voire to tell them what to do. 

The result was that they divided into splinter 
groups. 

On the final ballot 20 Republican House members 
voted for Thompson. Five others took a walk, cut¬ 
ting down the number of votes Thompson had to poll 
in order to win. 

A second and somewhat larger group voted for 
Representative Cornelius F. Kicrnan of Lowell, who 
for several years had served as Thompson's first lieu-

A complete shakeup and ma¬ 
jor overhaul of the Republi¬ 
can Party organization in New¬

The many citizens who 
have sought information on 
the Sabin vaccine for im¬ 
munization against polio will 
find the answers in the fol¬ 
lowing material obtained by 
Newton's Oral Immunization 
Citizens Committee from the 
state department of Public 
Health: 

Q—Why are there three 
types (1, II, III) of oral polio 
vaccine? 

A—Because polio may be 
caused by any one of three 
types (I, II, III) of polio vi¬ 
ruses. To have immunity 
against all three types of po¬ 
lio, it is necessary to take 
separate doses of each of the 
three types of Sabin vaccine. 

Q—What are the main dif¬ 
ferences between Salk and 
Sabin vaccines? 

A—Salk vaccine is given by 
injection. Sabin vaccine is 
taken by mouth. 

There is only one kind of 
Salk vaccine. 

There are three different 
types of Sabin vaccine. 

Each injection of Salk vac¬ 
cine contains all three types 
of polio viruses. Each dose of 
oral Sabin vaccine contains 
only one of the three types of 
polio viruses. 

Salk vaccine contains killed 
viruses. 

Sabin vaccine contains liv¬ 
ing (weakened or tamed) vi¬ 
ruses. 

Salk injections give tem¬ 
porary protection against all 
three types of polio viruses. 
For satisfactory protection, a 
series of three injections with 
periodic booster shots is nec¬ 
essary. Each dose of Sabin 
oral vaccine gives long lasting 
(perhaps even permanent) 
protection against only one of 
three types of polio viruses. 
A separate dose of 
oral vaccine is necessary for 
protection against each of the 
three types of polio viruses. 

Sabin vaccine causes a gas¬ 
trointestinal immunity so 
that the patient cannot be a 
carrier in the future—Salk 
vaccine does not confer this 
immunity. 

Q—How can we be certain 
that Sabin polio vaccines, 
even if made with weakened 
or tamed viruses, cannot 
cause a real case of polio? 

A—They have been sub¬ 
jected to extensive laboratory 
and clinical investigations 
over a period of years. Mass 
immunization programs in¬ 
volving many millions of peo¬ 
ple in various parts of the 
world have already been con¬ 
ducted without causing polio. 

Q—Why should a person 
who has had previous Salk 
injections receive the Sabin 
oral vaccine? 

A—Because of the much 
longer duration of the im¬ 
munity it confers and because 
I it prevents him from becom¬ 
ing a poio carrier. 

Q—Who should receive 
Sabin Oral Polio Vaccine? 

A—All infants and pre¬ 
school children over three 
| months, all school children 
I and all un-graded children, 
j and all residents of the Com¬ 
monwealth of all ages.

The line between politics as 
usual in Massachusetts and 
the restoration of this Com¬ 
monwealth's fine traditions of 
good government was sharp¬ 
ly drawn in the Thompson 
speakership contest. The 
House of Representatives had 
an opportunity to take a giant 
man's step forward in refus¬ 
ing to go along with "the 
leader of the boys,” but the 
old fraternal instincts of the 
members oi the club won out 
over the public good, and the 
ruts of irresponsibility are 
further deepened in the fabric 
of today’s General Court. 

Cleaning up and moderniz¬ 
ing state government should 
be the major platform of the 
Republican party, but after 
the sell-out by the Republican 
House members last week, it 
will be difficult now for the 
Republican party not to sound 
hollow. Where was the Repub¬ 
lican State Committee and 
any other Republican leader¬ 
ship on this one?

tenant but waa his leading challenger in the last round 
of the Speakership struggle. 

Still a third faction cast their votes for Repre¬ 
sentative Curtiss as the solution to the dilemma con¬ 
fronting them. 

The 20 GOP legislators, who voted for Thomp¬ 
son and were promptly blasted for providing his 
winning margin, had a ready answer. They asked 
whether as Republicans they were supposed to save 
the day for a Democratic Governor. 

Nobody was really quite sure what they were 
supposed to do to best promote the interests of the 
GOP. Arguments on that point are still raging in Re¬ 
publican councils. 

There was a point in the 
blazing fight for the Speaker- 
ship when the Republican 
dictated the choice of the new 
Speaker if they had stood to¬ 
gether in a bloc. 

But there was no show oj 
parly discipline , no one uho 
could speak with the voice of 
authority, no one who could 
hold them together and tell 
them what to do. 

The old pros and the Young 
Turks in the GOP House minor- 


Speakership now is past his¬ 
tory. But it undoubtedly was 
just the first of many fights 
Peabody will lose a good many 
of them, some in the Gover¬ 
nor's Council, some in the 
Legislature. 

It took plenty of courage for 
Peabody to look the Executive 
Councillors in the eye and 
recommend publicly that their 
body be wiped out of existence. 
But make no mistake about the 
fact that the feeling against 


Peabody in the Council is 
strong and bitter and that Pea¬ 
body will have no easy time 

there. 

Members of the Legislature, 
while less hostile to Peabody 
than the veteran Councillors, 
resent his public intrusion into 
the contest for the Speakership 
and are sitting back waiting for 
Peabody to make his moves. 

No Governor in memory 
stalled his administration in a 
more hostile and unfriendly at¬ 
mosphere than did Endicott 
Peabody. 

Most Governors have enjoy¬ 
ed a so-called political honey¬ 
moon upon assuming office, a 
period of varying lengths, 
during which they were im¬ 
mune from criticism while 
they adjusted themselves to 
their new duties. Peabody’s 
honeymoon ended even before 
he assumed office. 

Parts of Peabody’s program 
already seem doomed. He ap¬ 
pears destined for defeat, for 
example, in his efforts to win 
legislative approval of a con¬ 
stitutional amendment which 
would abolish the Governor's 


Council. 

There are aome strong argu¬ 
ments to support Peabody’s 
contention that the Council 
should be wiped out. 

Under former Governors 
Volpe and Furcolo the Coun¬ 
cil was a political trading post 
in which deals were made in 
return for votes, and nomina¬ 
tions were measured in the 
light of partisan politics, not 
on the qualifications of a per¬ 
son recommended for a par¬ 
ticular position. 

But some controls and cheeks 
should be maintained over the 
appointments made by a Gov- 
ernor. and the idea of trans¬ 
ferring the power of confirm¬ 
ing nominations from the 
Executive Council to the 40- 
member State Senate has ques¬ 
tionable merit. 

W hatever arguments may be 
advanced for or against the 
abolition of the Executive 
Council, the fact remains that 
a majority of the members of 
the Legislature probably will 
not buy Peabody’s idea. In one 
way or another the proposal 
will be sidetracked. 


While Peabody has not yet 
announced his program, it is 
generally expected that he will 
recommend a sales tax in the 
name of an educational tax, 
with the proceeds from the tax 
to he distributed among the 351 
cities and towns of the Com¬ 
monwealth. 

It's possible that such a tax 
might be adopted if the of¬ 
ficials of the local communi¬ 
ties rally behind it and lobby 
legislators in their area. How¬ 
ever. it’s improbable. 

The average legislator now 
considers that he’s risking his 
politiral life if he votes 
against anything relating to 
education. But he's far from 
certain that applies to an edu¬ 
cational sales tax. 

A fairly strong sentiment 1 
exists in the Legislature against 
enacting any new taxes. Some 
law-makers point to the over¬ 
whelming vote against the 
graduated State income tax as | 
indicating that the people just J 
don't want to pay any higher j 
taxes than are now being levied 
on them. 

\Khen ex-Governor Furcolo 


made a fight for a sales tax 
in 1957, the Republicans play¬ 
ed politic* and opposed his 
move even though they had 
previously advocated such a 
tax. If they had joined with 
Furcolo. he would have won 
his battle since he lined up a 
majority of the Democrat-. 

What position the GOP 
legislators would take toward 
a sales tax submitted in the 
name of an educational tax is 
uncertain. It’s unlikely, how¬ 
ever, that they would provide 
the votes necessary to pass it. 

How big Peabody’s budget 
will be or how much additional 
funds will have to be raised by 
the Slate to do the things he 
wants to do are still unanswer¬ 
ed questions. 

Peabody’s inaugural address 
contained few specifics. Those 
will come in his budget mes¬ 
sage and in the special mes¬ 
sages he submits to the Legis¬ 
lature. 

All the evidence now indi¬ 
cates that Peabodv will have 
to fight hard for what he wants 
and that he'll fall far short of 
getting everything he wants.

Dem. State Chairman 
Not For Republicans 

An example of Governor 
Peabody’s political inexper¬ 
ience came in the midst of the 
Speakership fight when he de¬ 
cided on Representative Gerard 
F. Doherty of Charlestown as 
the compromise candidate 
against Thompson. 

Peabody and his aides rush¬ 
ed to the State House for a 
strategy meeting on the eve of 
his inaugural when it became 
apparent that Representative 
Michael Paul Feeney of Hyde 
Park, Peabody’s first choice 
for the Speakership, couldn't 
make it. 

Doherty might have been a 
strong candidate for the Speak¬ 
er’s post except for one thing. 
He had been elected chairman 
of the Democratic Stale Com¬ 
mittee a few weeks earlier. 

When the Republican House 
members were asked to join in 
•oalition support of Doherty, 
they balked at rallying behind 
the head of the official Demo¬ 
cratic State Organization. 

This possibility apparently 
had not occurred to Peabody. 
As a result the anti-Thompson 
forces had not agreed upon 
any new candidate and were 
forced to stall for time when 
the fight was resumed on the 
floor of the House on inaugur¬ 
al day. 

* * * 

More Defeats Ahead 
For Governor Peabody 

Now that the dust has be¬ 
gun to settle after the furious 
struggle for the House Speak¬ 
ership. political observers on 
Beacon Hill are wondering if 
the first big defeat suffered by 
Governor Peabody is a har¬ 
binger of things to come and 
how many more battles Pea¬ 
body will lose in the months 
ahead. 

Peabodv has demonstiated 
beyond any shadow of doubt 
that he has the courage of his 
convictions and that he will not 
hesitate to stand up and fight 
to put his ideas into operation. 
But courage alone is not 
enough in the political jungle. 

Governor Peabody lacks the 
deft touch of a skilled politi¬ 
cian.

Dever at the height of his 
power and influence had un¬ 
dertaken to dictate the choice 
of a House Speaker, the fight 
would have been all over well 
before the legislators assembled 
on Beacon Hill to begin their 
session. 

It would have been a smooth 
behind ■ the - scenes operation, 
with a minimum of public 
squabbling and political hair¬ 
pulling and blood-letting. 

Dever never would have 
placed himself in a position 
where he had to ask Demo- 
trade House members to break 
from custom and refuse to 
abide by the vote of a Demo¬ 
cratic caucus or where he had 
to depend on the Republicans 
to provide the votes to elect 
a Democratic Speaker. 

Peabody made the mistakes 
of a sincerely motivated politi¬ 
cal novice uho piled headlong 
into a fight at the last moment 
without clearly knowing where 
he was going or what his 
strategy would be.

As for the future of the cur¬ 
rent dumping facilities at 
Eliot St., both Mayor Gibbs 
and DPW Chief Pratt indicat¬ 
ed that the site will not be 
abandoned when the new in¬ 
cinerator is built. 

"We will keep it on a stand¬ 
by basis.” Mayor Gibbs said. 
"We definitely will not close 
it down." 

Pratt elaborated that the 
Elliot St. facility will be 
used for the demolition of 
brush and lumber. "These 
items could not be put into 
the new incinerator under 
controlled conditions any¬ 
way.” 

Residents in the Elliot St. 
area have been active objec¬ 
tors to the location of the new 
incinerator in their neighbor¬ 
hood. Numerous residents of 
the area have attended all Al- 
dermanic sessions on the mat¬ 
ter, including this past Mon¬ 
day's meeting when approxim¬ 
ately 100 to 150 of them show¬ 
ed up. 

The Alderman's action in de¬ 
feating the move for reconsid¬ 
eration of the $2 million bond 
issue and appropriations of 
$190,000 and $71,000 for pre¬ 
liminary work apparently 
ends a yearlong controversy 
over the selection of a site for 
the incinerator. 

Three different sites were 
considered: Rumford Ave., 
Elliot St. adjacent to the 
present incinerator in New¬ 
ton Highlands and Pine St. 
in West Newton. 

Several weeks ago, the May¬ 
or decided on the Runiford 
Ave. site as the one for which 
there was the least public ob¬ 
jection. The main argument 
against this site was the in¬ 
creased traffic situation be¬ 
cause of the trucks taking rub¬ 
bish to the incinerator.

and often with real neighbor¬ 
liness. a Negro who has suc¬ 
ceeded in acquiring a home in 
their midst, the Negro seeking 
housing in Newton has an 
enormous task ahead of him. 
Some of the families the com¬ 
mittee has worked with have 
been refused housing over 100 
times and one family over 200 
times before being accepted 
for a home that was suitable. 

“And Newton is approach¬ 
ing a time of crisis in this 
area,” the spokesman con¬ 
tinued. Within a matter of 
weeks, 15 to 25 Negro families 
now renting apartments in the 
Negro community and being 
displaced by the toll road, will 
be seeking housing elsewhere 
in the city. 

“These families would have 
had difficulty finding housing 
accommodations now in New¬ 
ton without the handicap of 
race, for they seek low-rental 
apartments which have always 
been scarce in this city. . . . 
What is most disturbing is 
that some may succeed in lo¬ 
cating a suitable home and 
then be turned down solely be¬ 
cause of their race. This situa¬ 
tion has already occurred once 
and within just a few blocks of 
the family's present home 

"It is this particular incident 
that has convinced us of the 
need for a full-time worker 
(for the Human Relations 
Committee). This is not an iso¬ 
lated unforseen event but part 
of a situation developing over 
the last 11 months. 

"The public has been inter¬ 
ested and kept well informed. 
Public officials have pledged 
their good efforts. The Reloca¬ 
tion Office has been active. But 
there has been no one person 
whose job it was to carry out 
the good intentions of the com¬ 
munity. It is likely that in this 
particular instance, efforts on 
the part of the (Human Rela¬ 
tions! Committee would have 
been fruitless. That they have 
been omitted is unfortunate 
for the entire citizenry.” 

As outlined by the fair hous¬ 
ing group, the full-time worker 
would have the following du¬ 
ties: 

"1. to plan and execute 
educational programs showing 
a) the contributions of the 
various racial, religious and 
ethnic groups to the culture 
and traditions of our city and 
nation, b) the destruction 
and impoverishing nature of 
prejudice, intolerance, bigotry 
and discrimination, and c) the 
need for mutual respect: 

"2. to cooperate with fed¬ 
eral, state and city agencies, 
particularly the school and 
education departments in de-, 
veloping courses of instruc¬ 
tion for presentation in pub¬ 
lic and private schools, public 
libraries, museums, and other 
suitable places, and coordinat¬ 
ing those programs already 
in existence: and

Brooke Assumes 
Office Thursday; 
McCormack Out 

By JAMES G. COLBERT 
Attorney General - elect 
Edward W. Brooke assumes 
office next Thursday. At 
the same time Attorney 
General Edward J. McCor¬ 
mack, Jr., will retire to the 
private practice of law. 

Brooke will become the 
top Republican office-hold¬ 
er in the State govern¬ 
ment and could well pro¬ 
vide the leadership which 
the GOP in Massachusetts 
now needs so desperately. 

The stories of both 
Brooke and McCormack 
are unusual ones. 

McCormack could be Gover¬ 
nor today. He could have had 
the gubernatorial endorsement 
for the asking. And he un¬ 
doubtedly would have been 
elected had he desired to stand 
for the Governorship. 

Instead. McCormack trained 
his sights on a seat in the 
U. S. Senate, engaged in a 
fight with Edward M. Kennedy 
in which the odds were heavi¬ 
ly against him and was de¬ 
feated both at the June con¬ 
vention and in the September 
primary. 

The simple explanation in 
McCormack's case was that his 
consuming ambition was to 
sit in the U. S. Senate and 
that he wasn't interested in 
being Governor. 

Brooke, of course, is the 
first Negro ever elected to 
state-wide office in Massa¬ 
chusetts. 

He faces a tremendous chal 
lenge during the two years 
ahead, one which carries both 
great opportunities and 
weighty responsibilities. 

One of the major cases 
Brooke will take over will be 
the prosecution of the per¬ 
sons indicted in connection 
with the Boston Common 
garage scandal. 

* Also still hanging fire are 
Indictments which resulted 
from the long investigation 
into the operation of the State 
Waterways Division. 

Brooke has been a cru¬ 
sader who believed in the 
soft sell. In speech after 
speech he lias emphasized 
that one of his prime objec¬ 
tives was to dose the loop¬ 
holes which make possible 
graft and corruption. 

Now Brooke is about to take 
over the post as the State’s 
chief law enforcement officer. 
What he does and how he does 
it will be front-page news dur¬ 
ing the months ahead. 


John E. Powers To Get 
New Democratic Honor 

Senate President John E. 
Powers will be elected on Sat 
urday as the new Democratic 
national committeeman from 
Massachusetts, succeeding for 
mer Mayor John B. Hynes who 
resigned from the post at the 
start of the New Year. 

For the hard - working 
Powers it Is a new and well 
deserved honor. Powers is 
highly respected in other 
sections of the country 
where he is known as an 
outstanding legislator and 
an extremely able parlimen- 
tarian. 

He probably will make the 
position of Democratic nation¬ 
al committeeman a much more 
active one than it has been 
for a long time. 


GOP Senate Leader 
Two-Fisted Fighter 

Philip A. Graham of Hamil¬ 
ton, the new Republican lead¬ 
er in the State Senate, is a 
hard working two-fisted fight¬ 
er. 

At times Graham may give 
the jitters to the more liberal 
elements of the Republican 
party because of his conser¬ 
vative views on some matters. 
But for a stand-up political 
battler the GOP would have to 
go a long way to find 
Graham's equal. 

Graham would have been 
elected president of the Sen¬ 
ate six years ago except for 
an adroit political meneuver 
executed by Senator Powers, 
then the Democratic leader 
In the upper legislative 
chamber. 

Graham was the overwhelm¬ 
ing choice of the Republican 
caucus for the Senate presi¬ 
dency in 1957, polling 15 votes 
te six for Senator Newland 
H. Holmes of Weymouth. 

But when Holmes and his 
five backers refused to be 
bound by the caucus and voted 
for Holmes, Powers swung 15 
Democratic votes behind 
Holmes to give him the presi¬ 
dency. 

Graham's fight for election 
as GOP leader in the Senate 
probably means he intends to 
»eek the Republican nomina¬ 
tor Governor next year.

Postal Advice 
On Correct Use 
Of New Stamps 

Postal authorities strongly 
urge patrons to be sure and 
place the correct postage on 
their mail. New postage rates 
went into effect this week. 

Postage rates for first-class 
letters were increased from 
four cents to five cents an 
ounce with air mail letters 
now costing cieht cents an 
ounce instead of seven. 

First class post cards now 
cost four cents instead of three 
with air mail cards going from 
five to six cents. 

The extra charge of one 
cent for stamp booklets con¬ 
taining the five-cent and eight- 
cent denominations has been 
dropped. The booklets are be¬ 
ing sold at their face value 
at one dollar and two dollars 
respectively. 

In addition, the booklets 
contain a handy postage chart 
on the inside cover. 

Authorities called attention 
to the fact that insufficient 
postage will be collected from 
the addressee or the letter re¬ 
turned to the sender. 

Rate increases are now ef¬ 
fective on circulars, second- 
class mailings and education¬ 
al materials. Additional in¬ 
formation on all rate changes 
can be obtained at local post 
offices.

Fisher Blasts 
Bradley For 
Thompson Vote 

Attorney Frederick G. Fish¬ 
er. Jr., unsuccessful candidate 
for the House or representa¬ 
tives in last November's elec¬ 
tion. this week called on Rep¬ 
resentative Joseph G. Bradley 
to explain why he voted for 
the re-election of Speaker John 
F. Thompson. 

"Throughout the campaign 
Mr. Bradley assured the people 
of Newton that he was op¬ 
posed to Thompson but at the 
first opportunity after his elec¬ 
tion voted for him,” Fisher 
charged.

Bradley stated last 
week, prior to the balloting 
for election of a Speaker, that 
he would follow Democratic 
custom and vote for the choice 
of the caucus of Democratic 
House Democrats. He made 
the statement after Speaker 
John W. McCormack of the 
national House had told the 
Democratic legislators that 
they had a party obligation to 
abide by the choice of the cau¬ 
cus.

Public May Vent Vi/rath 
On Opponents To Tax Cut 

By JAMES G. COLBERT 

Election campaigns must be waged differently in 
Massachusetts than in most States. 

That is about the only explanation which can be 
offered for the opposition voiced by Congressmen in 
other parts of the nation to the federal income tax cuts 
recommended by President Kennedy. 

A Congressman from Massachusetts, whether 
he be Republican or Democrat, would be committing 
political suicide If he voted against a reduction in in¬ 
come taxes. 

But they apparently produce a strange breed of 
Congressmen in such places as Arkansas, Georgia. Vir¬ 
ginia and some of the areas out through the Middle 
West. 

The dispatches report that the Democratic Con¬ 
gressmen applauded briefly and that most of the Re¬ 
publicans sat silent when Kennedy mentioned the tax 
cuts in his State of the Union message. 

It doesn’t seem possible that the Republicans in 
Congress would he so insane as to fight Kennedy on 
the issue of cutting taxes. Yet, there are some indi¬ 
cations that may lie the case, fantastic as it sounds. 

The Southern Democrats also may line up with the 
conservative Republicans although it would seem that 
a slash in federal taxes ought to have some public ap¬ 
peal even in the backwoods of Arkansas and Georgia. 

Don’t abandon hope, however! Some tax cut un¬ 
doubtedly will be voted by Congress. 

When the Congressmen get back home and talk 
with their constituents, their enthusiasm for a tax re¬ 
duction is likely to climb overnight.

Land Seizure By Eminent 
Domain Planned By Mavor

Mayor Donald L. Gibbs this week ordered steps 
started to 6eize by eminent domain land on Rumford 
avenue, near the Waltham line, where it is proposed 
to build a $2 million municipal incinerator. 

This action was initiated by the Mayor in a move 
to unsnarl a complicated legal tangle which developed 
following the startling disclosure that the City of Wal¬ 
tham owns the land which has been chosen as the 
incinerator site. 

A possibility exists that the 
matter eventually may be 
fought out in the courts. This 
is certain to be the case if 
Waltham contests Newton’s 
right to take the land. Legal 
experts, however, express the 
belief that the weight of the 
law- is on Newton's side. 

Plans for the erection of the 
incinerator were rolling along 
smoothly until Waltham May¬ 
or Austin D. Rhodes visited 
Mayor Gibbs and informed 
the astonished Gibbs that one 
flaw in his planning is that 
Waltham owns the land on 
which he intends to locate the 
incinerator. 

It seems that back in 1922 
—II years ago—the Wal¬ 
tham Watch Co. conveyed 
15 acres of land to the City 
of Waltham. Thirteen of the 
acres were located in Wal¬ 
tham. but two were within 
the city limits of Newton. 

The fact that the City of 
Walhtam owned two acres of 
land in Newton never showed 
up on any maps, plans or 
records. 

In 1959 Newton began asses¬ 
sing taxes on the land, with 
the owner listed as unknown. 

Until Gibbs picked the land 
as the best spot for an incin¬ 
erator. Waltham officials did 
not step forward to divulge 
that their city was the "un¬ 
known owner’’ of the land. 

Waltham, it might be noted, 
has evaded payment of taxes 
on the land for a full four 
decades.

Gibbs’ action is a result of a 
request from the School Com¬ 
mittee for a refurbishing of 
the city’s oldest high school, a 
project which may run to a 
total cost of $4 million over a 
period of years. 

The School Committee origi¬ 
nally made the request in Oc¬ 
tober. 1961, according to Dr. 
Charles St. Clair, superintend¬ 
ent of schools, as part of a 
capital outlay program. 

The group again favored the 
general rehabilitation of the 
school, when it took a specific 
vote for the project last 
March.

sought from adults. Contribu¬ 
tions will be used to offset the 
cost of the vaccine and Inci¬ 
dental expenses involved in 
publicizing and conducting the 
drive. 

Clinics for Type II vaccine 
will be held in March, and 
Type III in May. 

An unusual feature in the 
administering of the vac¬ 
cine this year is that the 
dosage is given on a cube of 
sugar in most cases. 
(Where needed, it is given 
with water, while the drop¬ 
per method is used with in¬ 
fants and small children.) 
Clinic officials report 100 
percent satisfaction of the 
youngster taking the vaccine. 
“As a matter of fact, the kids 
seem to get a big kick out of 
taking their medicine this 
way!” 

The Oral Immunization 
Citizens Committee, headed by 
City Clerk Monte G. Basbas, 
has distributed a total of 129,- 
000 polio drive leaflets 
throughout the city to publi¬ 
cize the clinics. Distribution 
was made in supermarkets, 
banks, theaters, department 
stores, Chamber of Commerce 
and schools. In addition, radio 
spot announcements and 
movie trailers were used. 

The committee hopes to 
make this year's polio drive a 
record-breaker, with a goal of 
50,000 immunizations in New¬ 
ton.

opposed to the erection of the 
incinerator on Rumford av¬ 
enue. 

That Mayor Gibbs was flab¬ 
bergasted by the revelation 
of Mayor Rhodes is an under¬ 
statement. 

After recovering from his 
initial surprise, however, 
Gibbs emphasized that he is 
going ahead with his plans 
for building the incinerator 
on Rumford avenue. 

Gibbs told The Graphic he 
intends to take three imme¬ 
diate steps. 

1. He will submit an or¬ 
der to the Board of Aider- 
men at their next meeting 
asking that they approve 
eminent domain proceed¬ 
ings to take the land. It is 
assumed that this measure 
will be approved since the 
Aldermen already have vot¬ 
ed a $2 million bond issue 


to finance Hie construction 
of an incinerator on Rum¬ 
ford avenue. 

2. City Solicitor Matt B. 
Jones will take court action 
to clear the title to the land 
and remove any cloud of 
doubt as to its legal owner¬ 
ship. 

3. An engineering firm will 
begin designing the interior of 
the incinerator. This will take 
about four months. Gibbs is 
hopeful that by that time any 
dispute over the land will 
have been resolved and that 
it will then be possible for the 
firm to design the exterior 
building for the incinerator.

his relations with Mayor 
Rhodes are friendly and cor¬ 
dial but made it plain that his 
duty is to protect the interests 
of Newton and that he intends 
to do exactly that. 

He said that real estate 
taxes dating back at least 
to 1959 will be deducted 
from any damages Newton 
pays the City of Waltham 
for the land taken for the in¬ 
cinerator location. 

Mayor Rhodes, who insist¬ 
ed that there is no question 
that Waltham owns the land, 
said that his city never has 
received a tax bill from New¬ 
ton and consequently has 


paid no taxes on the property. 

Whether Waltham would 
make any court fight to block 
eminent domain proceedings 
by Newton was not disclosed. 

Mayor Gibbs conceded 
that a court battle might 
delay the erection of the in¬ 
cinerator but expressed the 
conviction that Newton 
would prevail in a legal 
fight. 

However, Gibbs said that if 
he should be blocked in his 
move to lake the Waltham- 
owned land, he would look for 
alternate sites in the Rumford 
avenue area on which the in¬ 
cinerator could be placed.

will be the director of re¬ 
search. 

The new research center is 
located on a site that abuts 
the present quarters of the 
Catholic Guild on Center 
street. It is housed in a com¬ 
modious carnage house on a 
5 H-acre site, with the admin¬ 
istrative staff occupying an¬ 
other house adjoining the 
center. 

Father Carroll reported 
that the new center has been 
in the progress of organiza¬ 
tion for more than five years. 
“It is intended,” he said, "to 
promote a two-way flow of 
information and trained per¬ 
sonnel. The center will also 
become a library for the sift¬ 
ing and cataloguing of vital 
data from around the world, 
as well as a distribution point 
for the results of its own in- 
depth researches.” 

The new research center, he 


continued .will seek answers 
to many problems that have 
been increasingly acute due 
to the increase In blindness 
among geriatrics, diabetics 
(because of increased longe¬ 
vity) and victims of non-in¬ 
dustrial accidents. 

Dr. Riley, a member of the 
staff of St. Paul's Rehabilita¬ 
tion Center since its found¬ 
ing in 1954, commented that 
many unanswered problems 
in rehabilitation of the blind¬ 
ed have developed during the 
eight years that St. Paul's 
has been in operation. 

The new center, he said, 
gets underway with 80 major 
projects already scheduled. In 
researching specific projects, 
Dr. Riley continued .the Amer¬ 
ican Center will attempt to 
provide new material of in¬ 
terest to researchers In other 
fields. It also expects that 
doctors, scientists and re¬ 
searchers, as well as students 
in specialized fields, will come 
to the center for observation 
and study. 


Dr. Riley expressed the 
hope that eventually person¬ 
nel associated with the center 
will help to staff or direct ex¬ 
isting and future rehabilita¬ 
tion centers for the blind In 
the United States and abroad. 

In addition to his associa¬ 
tion with St. Paul s, Dr. Riley 
has been on the staffs of St. 
Elizabeth’s Hospital, Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital and the 
Tufts University Medical 
School. 

The Catholic Guild will of¬ 
ficially sponsor the opening 
of the American Center with 
a series of professional sem- 
inan later this month.

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Police Power 
Not To Assail 
A Free Press 

By Carleton I. Pickett 

Executive Secretary 
Mass. Farm Bureau Fed. Inc. 

The press is neither a 
jveappn of government or a 
target oi its police power. Ko 
place is free where the press 
is not free. There has been 
a tendency in the last few 
years to forget our fundamen¬ 
tal principles and to consider 
the wisdom of the past as a 
piece of moldy thinking. 

The freedom of the press 
is not a matter to be left to 
editors to protect. It is your 
freedom and mine. 

The Massachusetts Legis- 
ture will consider a Bill to 
set up a code of ethics for 
newspapers which has lan¬ 
guage which would not only 
destroy the established de¬ 
fenses against libel but set 
up procedures to mak.~ suits 
for libel as Intriguing a 
pasttime as trying for a 
free automobile by writing 
your name on a card at your 
supermarket. 

The code of ehtics set up 
last year was the sort of 
thing which invited extension 
into other fields. It was bad 
enough applied to public em¬ 
ployees. We said so at the 
time and now others are say¬ 
ing so more loudly. To extend 
it to a newspaper is unthink¬ 
able. 

The police power of the 
state is not to be used light¬ 
ly and never to poke, pry, in¬ 
vestigate, assail, and try the 
motives of free speech and 
free press. 

The history of the press 
from its early beginnings 
shows steady progress to¬ 
ward responsibility. Some 
of the first newspapers 
used language that would 
make a proper Bostonian 
wince and there were trials 
for libel. 

There is no more eloquent 
speech on the necessity of a 
free press than that of Alex¬ 
ander Hamilton and the jury 
in the Zenzer case had, we 
thought, settled forever the 
right to freedom of the press. 
Our Constitution sets forth 
this principle—“the liberty 
of the press is essential to the 
security of freedom in a state; 
it ought not, therefore, to be 
restrained in this Common¬ 
wealth.” 

It ought not, therefore, to be 
restrained. 

There are remedies for 
those unjustly injured. They 
be within the province of our 
Courts. We may dislike an 
editorial position with an al¬ 
most white-hot dislike but if 
that editor or that newspaper 
can be restrained or threat¬ 
ened with restraint it is no 
longer free to cry out the 
truth as it sees it and you 
and I have lost a freedom to 
hear. 

The press is important to 
freedom. It is one of the 
first of institutions to be 
muzzled wherever freedom 
is lost. It Is perhaps about 
the only institution in Amer¬ 
ican life today that does not 
feel the heavy hand of gov¬ 
ernmental intervention—al¬ 
ways for the people’s good, 
of course. 

In Atlanta, Georgia last 
month thousands of farm peo¬ 
ple from every State drew up 
a statement of a policy we 
will pursue. It contained 
these words” ... we believe 
in freedom of speech, press, 
and peaceful assembly. 

"Individuals have a mor¬ 
al responsibility to help pre¬ 
serve freedom for future 
generations by active par¬ 
ticipation in public affairs.” 
These were not pious words 
from the Farm Bureau but 
carefully made decisions. We 
shall not shirk our responsi¬ 
bility to guard these rights. 
Here in Massachusetts the 
game of "code of ethics” is 
about to involve the press. We 
do not believe reasonable peo¬ 
ple, when informed, will care 
to invite the police power of 
the state into the area of re¬ 
straint of press either by di¬ 
rect or by indirect pressures.

Peabody Faces Bitter Fight 
On Plan To Hike Income Tax 

Governor Peabody apparently is headed for a bit¬ 
ter battle in the Legislature over a plan for drastically 
revamping the State income tax law in order to obtain 
a far greater amount of money than the tax presently 
produces. 

Persons close to the Governor declare that this 
is the method Peabody will recommend be used to raise 
funds for distribution to the local communities to help 
meet their educational costs. 

The likelihood is that Peabody would have a bet¬ 
ter chance of securing the passage of a sales tax 
bill than he will of winning legislative approval of 
the income tax measure he reportedly has in mind. 

In fact, it would not be surprising if the income 
tax proposition is eventually scrapped and Peabody 
is forced to turn to the idea of a sales tax to help out 
the cities and towns. 

Peabody has long been an advocate of a graduated 
State income tax as a means of securing increased rev¬ 
enue for the Commonwealth. 

However, the voters killed the graduated income 
tax proposal in so overwhelming a fashion last No¬ 
vember that it probably will be a long time before 
Peabody or anybody else tries to revive it. 

What Peabody now evidently intends to do is to 
seek a complete overhaul of the State income tax 
law. 

It is understood that he will recommend the elimi¬ 
nation of the deduction now allowed for federal income 
taxes, that he will propose that the tax levy itself be 
increased and probably that personal exemptions be 
reduced. 

That probably would be too much of a bite for the 
legislators to swallow in one gulp. 

Not only would everyone who now pays a State 
income tax be required to pay a higher one under Pea¬ 
body's plan, but the State also would put the bite on 
some people who now pay no income taxes to the Com¬ 
monwealth. 

While city and town officials undoubtedly would 
rally behind Peabody in his fight since he would be 
helping them with their problems, they would have a 
very difficult time selling this scheme to a majority of 
the legistators. 

The average law-maker might be walling to vote 
for a modest increase in the State income taxes. But a 
modest hike would not bring in the amount of money 
Peabody wants to raise. 

A loud cry of protest would be sure to go up against 
the elimination of the deduction now allowed by the 
State for the amount paid in federal income taxes. 

One argument would be that the State would be 
levying a tax on a tax, that Bay State residents would 
be paying taxes on money they don't get. 

A reduction in personal and dependency deductions 
—If one is recommended—also would be the subject of 
heated dispute. 

Peabody’s answer presumably would be that if he 
is going to make good on his pledge to aid the cities 
and towns there are only two ways he can get the 
money. One is by enacting a sales tax. The other is by 
increasing the State income tax. 

Republican legislators would be almost certain to 
oppose the income tax measure. Its political implica¬ 
tions would be far too great for the GOP law-makers to 
pass up the opportunity to capitalize on them. 

Democratic legislators probably would be un¬ 
willing to place themselves in the position of voting a 
substantial increase in the State income tax while the 
Republicans sat back and voted against it.

The fact that the people rec¬ 
orded themselves so heavily 
against a graduated State in¬ 
come tax also will cause the 
average legislator to hesitate to 
vote for any sweeping revision 
of the income tax law. 

In addition, of course, there 
is a natural disposition on the 
part of a legislator to back 
away from any increase in 
taxes. 

Peabody undoubtedly will 
sweeten up the proposition by 
earmarking the new taxes — 
or most of them — for educa¬ 
tion. 

Most legislators now are 
reluctant to vote against any¬ 
thing which would advance the 
cause of education. But they 
are likely to he even more re¬ 
luctant to risk their own po¬ 
litical necks by voting for a 
big boost in the State income 
taxes. 

This probably nilI be Pea¬ 
body's biggest fight of the year 
and a searching lest of his 
ability to persuade the Demo- 
erotic-controlled Legislature to 
follow his leadership. 

A long-range guess now is 
that it will prove a losing 
struggle for Peabody. Whether 
he would shift to a sales tax in 


such an event is something 

only time will determine.

McCormack Supporters 
Predict 1964 Comeback 

Edward J. McCormack, Jr., 
had hardly left the office of 
Attorney General before his 
supporters began spreading 
the word that he will attempt 
a political comeback in 1964. 

That probably is true. Most 
men. who indicate while in 
public office that they don't in¬ 
tend to run again, change their 
minds after they are hack in 
private life only a short time. 

McCormack has been raised 
in a political atmosphere and 
he will not be able to put poli¬ 
tics aside quickly. 

If McCormack does run 
again next year » only one spot 
on the Democratic State ticket 
would be open to him. That 
would be the nomination for 
Attorney General — the office 
he has just left. 

All the other places on the 
State ticket would he filled by 
men now holding office and 
standing for renomination and 
reelection — Senator Edward 
M. Kennedy, Governor Pea¬ 
body. Lieutenant Governor 
Francis X. Bcllotti, State Audi¬ 


tor Thomas J. Buckley, State 
Treasurer John T. Driscoll and 
Secretary of State Kevin H. 
White. 

McCormack cooperated to 
the fullest extent in fuming his 
office over to Attorney General 
Edward W. Brooke. 

There was no animosity be¬ 
tween the two men as is usual¬ 
ly the case when the man leav¬ 
ing office has been defeated by 
the one taking his place. 

That doesn't mean McCor¬ 
mack would hesitate to oppose 
Brooke in 1964 if he decides to 
return to the political wars. 

Some political observers 
have expressed the opinion 
that Brooke will be the Re¬ 
publican nominee for Governor 
in '64. They may be right. 
But it’s more likely that they’re 
wrong. 

Brooke, to be sure, could 
have his party's nomination for 
Governor next year if he wants 
it. He's probably the strongest 
candidate the GOP could find 
to head-up its slate since ex- 
Govemor Volpe weakened him¬ 
self by the wheeling and deal¬ 
ing in the closing days of his 
administration. 

However, Brooke is an as¬ 
tute politician. He recognizes 
that President Kennedy and 
Senator Kennedy, both stand¬ 
ing for reelection, are likely 
to generate a potent Democratic 
tide in Massachusetts next year. 

Brooke’s strategy presum¬ 
ably would he to try to do an 
outstanding job as Attorney 
General, entrench himself in 
that position, stand for reeler- 
tion in 1961 and wait until 
1966 before striking out for 
higher honors. 

He might, of course, change 
his plans if it develops that 
McCormack is to be his op¬ 
ponent in 1961.

Even the young Republicans 
apparently are in the throes of 
a throat-clutching fight. 

Paul J. Kelley, president of 
the Norwood Young Republi¬ 
cans. w-ho is seeking the chair¬ 
manship of the Massachusetts 
Council of Young Republican 
Clubs, declares that the latter 
organization is in grave dan¬ 
ger of being split asunder. 

Kelley's contention is that 
the Council is being “packed - ’ 
with new clubs to enable them 
to vote in the upcoming elec¬ 
tion.

Postage Boost 
Brings Rush 
Like Christinas 

Post office workers In all 
the Newton branches, hav¬ 
ing survived the annual 
Christinas mailing rush, had 
to call on their "second 
wind" In order to cope with 
the heavy demand for 
stamps the hike from four 
to five cents for first class 
mall caused last week. 

People who were let with 
a supply of fours lined up 
at aJI stamp windows to 
buy ones to make up their 
deficit. 

Others, who asked for 
fives, got them until the sup¬ 
ply ran out, and had to be 
contented with combinations 
of twos and threes. 

The major cause of the 
flve-cent stamp shortage 
was Friday's fire in the Bos¬ 
ton General Post Office 
which destroyed requisitions 
from branches in the Boston 
postal district for enough 
of them to fill the expected 
demand. 

The story in the var¬ 
ious Gardeen City branches 
Is best told in the following 
record of first day sales: 

Xewtonville — 2 . 1.000 one- 
eent stamps, 20,000 fives, 
.800 books of fives, 150 coils 
of fives, 30 S25 coils of them, 
and 2000 eights or air mail. 

Newton Highlands — 
80.000 ones, 10,000 fives. 

Newton CentTe — 75,000 
ones. 30.000 fives and all 
the fives-cent stamped en¬ 
velopes In stock. 

West Newton — 15.000 
ones, 10,000 fives and scads 
of twos and threes after the 
supply of fives was ex¬ 
hausted.

Aldermen 
Increase 
Cab Fares 

The Board of Aldermen ap¬ 
proved increases in taxicab 
and public auto fees Monday 
night. 

In a compromise measure, 
the Board amended the city 
ordinance on taxicab fees as 
follows: 

80 cents for the first mile, 
when hired by the mile (pre¬ 
vious figure was 50 cents); 
10 cents for each additional 
half mile (previous figure was 
25 cents.) 

The aldermen eliminated a 
request for a cost of waiting 
time for the first five min¬ 
utes. However, the Board 
amended the ordinance so that 
a charge of five cents for each 
minute of waiting time, after 
the initial five minutes, can 
be made. Previously, the 
charge was five cents for each 
additional minute and a half, 
after the first five minutes. 

The public auto fees were 
raised from four dollars to 
six dollars an hour within the 
city.

135 Classroom Goal In Plan 
To Rehabilitate High School 

The proposed rehabilitation of N'ewton High School, expected to cost in the 
area of $4 million, will be a four-year project, it was mealed at Monday night'# 
Board of Aldermen meeting. 

Included in the overall plans, which were explained in general terms by 
Alderman Melvin J. Dangel, chairman of the Public Building Committee, is the 
demolition of the 75-year-old classical building, the oldest portion of the high 
school complex. It would be replaced by the construction of new facilities. 

On Monday, the Aldermen took the final step toward the eventual re¬ 
habilitation of the city's oldest high school, by appropriating $20,000 "for par¬ 
tial payment to an architect for preliminary studies, costs and schematics for 
rehabilitation of Newton High School.” The vote was 19-0 in fax or. 


Alderman Dangel listed the 
preliminary construction 
schedule as follows: 1964 
through 1967 for renovation 
and construction work and 
1968 for demolition of the 
classical building. 

According to Dangel, facili¬ 
ties in five subject areas are 
now "inadequate” in Newton 
High School. They are science, 
industrial arts, music, art and 
physical education. In addi¬ 
tion, further space is sought 


for the library and cafeteria. 
Facilities for other subject 
areas were termed adequate. 

Basing its request on a 2,500 
NHS student population, the 
School Committee seeks a 
total of 135 classrooms. Cur¬ 
rently, there are 89 class¬ 
rooms. However, if the classic¬ 
al building is demolished the 
total classroom need will be 
66, Dangel said. 

Mayor Donald Gibbs asked 
the Board for the $20,000 ap¬ 


propriation. based on a re¬ 
quest from the School Com¬ 
mittee 

The education group origin¬ 
ally made the request in Oc¬ 
tober. 1961, as par of a capital 
outlay program. Dr. Charles 
Brown. Newton Superintend¬ 
ent of Schools, said. Tne 
School Committee again favor¬ 
ed the general rehabilitation 
of the school, when it took a 
specific vote for the project 
last March.

An Uneasy Republican Peace 
Exists In House And Senate 

An uncertain and uneasy peace exists among the 
Republican members in the two branches of the State 
Legislature. Dissension and dissatisfaction simmer just 
below the surface and could boil up into the open at any 
time. 

The bitter fights which have been waged for the 
posts as GOP leaders in the Senate and the House have 
left scars and bruised feelings, with the Republican 
minorities in both bodies split into opposing factions. 

Two weeks after Representative Sidney Q. Cur¬ 
tiss of Sheffield was reelected by the House Republi¬ 
cans as their spokesman, he narrowly missed getting 
the heave-ho in a revolt by the so-called Young Turks 
in the body. 

Curtiss actually might have got the axe if the Young 
Turks hadn't insisted on a secret ballot when they prob¬ 
ably would have had a better chance of deposing Cur¬ 
tiss on a rollcall in which each House member would | 
have been obliged to stand up and record himself. 

Things aren't much more serene among the 12- 
member Republican bloc in the Senate than in the 90- 
member GOP minority in the House. 

Fred I. Lamson of Malden was dropped from his 
post as Republican leader in the Senate and hard-hit¬ 
ting Senator Philip A. Graham of Hamilton was elected 
to supplant him after a prolonged fight.

To Attend Relocation 
Bills Hearings Today 

The City of Newton is expected to be well repre¬ 
sented at a State House hearing on four relocation 
bills, including one filed by Newton's legislators, at 11 
a.m. today (Thursday). 

The purpose of these bills, which are similar in 
nature, is to extend to all persons and businesses af¬ 
fected by projects taking property by eminent domain, 
the same relocation benefits currently available only 
to those displaced by Urban Redevelopment projects, 
including adequate moving allowances to a Relocation 
Agency. 



The latter expenditure is 
significant to Newton, since 
the cost will be borne by the 
projects taking the property 
and not, as is presently the 
case in Newton, by the city. 

Several hundred Newton 
residents have been affected 
in recent months because of 
the Massachusetts Turnpike 
extension.

Many of the bills provide 
that the State Housing Board 
will serve as a central agency 
for all such relocation agen¬ 
cies. The local bill includes the 
provisions to enable the State 
Housing Board to set up stan¬ 
dards for enforcement of the 
law and further states that 
“the State Housing Board, the 
Relocation Agency or any per¬ 
son affected by a taking as 
specified herein may apply to 
the Superior Court . .. for in¬ 
junctive relief."

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Galvin Leads 
Fight Against 
‘Super Court’ 

Newton's Senator Michael 
J. Galvin this week led the 
fight which defeated the 
"Court of the Union” propos 
al by a 37-0 margin in the 
State Senate. 

The proposal would have 
recommended to the U. S. 
Congress a Super Court, con¬ 
sisting of the Chief Justices 
of the 50 states, with the pow¬ 
er to review and reverse de¬ 
cisions of the U. S. Supreme 
Court on the basic rights and 
liberties guaranteed by the 
Bill of Rights. 

Senate Leader John Powers, 
who appointed Galvin to lead 
the opposition, described the 
proposal as "the most im¬ 
portant matter to come before 
the State Senate in 25 years." 

The proposal was made by 
the Council of State Govern¬ 
ments and was filed in 30 in¬ 
coming legislatures through¬ 
out the country. Massachu¬ 
setts was the first state to 
act on the proposal. It was 
the local legislature's first 
item of business for 1963.

Most Homes Said to Be Drier 
Than Sahara , Health Suffers 


Nine out of ten American 
homes in winter actually are 
drier than the Sahara desert or 
Death Valley. 

Wintertime colds, sinus con¬ 
ditions, and respiratory ail¬ 
ments are aggravated by the 
air. 

Furniture, furnishings, paint¬ 
ings and rugs are harmed by 
dry air during the artificial 
heating season. 

When you walk across a rug 
and receive an electric shock 
from touching an objejct, this, 
too, is a result of dry air.

These statements are some 
of the unhappy facts contained 
in a special research report 
from the Walton Institute of 
Humidification, Montclair, N.J., 
a non-profit organization sup¬ 
ported by the industry. The 
report declares that the aver¬ 
age relative humidity in an 
unhumidified home during the 
winter months to be 10 to 15 
per cent. 

The primary bad effect to 
this dry air is upon health. 
Medical science long has rec¬ 
ognized the relationship of 
proper humidity to good 
health. Doctors know that na¬ 
ture has provided a constant 
house cleaning apparatus in 
our nasal passages to prevent 
the growth of bacteria which 
would lead to disease. 

A layer of mucus in the nose 
travels toward the throat every 
10 or 20 minutes to carry bac¬ 
teria, dust, dirt and other in¬ 
haled foreign matter with it, 
the researchers observe. This 
mucus carries these germs to 
the throat where they eventu¬ 
ally are eliminated harmlessly. 

Nature, however, never fig¬ 
ured on the dryness of our 
modern over-heated homes. As 
a result, during the winter 
heating season, this mucus be¬ 
comes dried out by heated air 
and ceases to function proper¬ 
ly. It permits the bacteria 
which you inhale to remain in 
your nasal passages and incu¬ 
bate into the many persistent 
respiratory infections that oc- 
curr in winter. 

• * • 

Naturally, if you could pro¬ 
vide moisture in the air so that 
this drying out did not happen, 
nature could continue the 
cleaning of nasal passages, 
thus avoiding much of your up¬ 
per respiratory ailments and 
colds during the winter heat¬ 
ing season. 

Closely allied to health is the 
matter of personal comfort. Al¬ 
most everyone has had a dry, 
tickly nose in winter. Or they 
suffer from itchy, chapped and 
scaly skin. Humidification can 
help relieve and prevent these 
discomforts caused by dry air. 

Another harmful effect of 
winter dry air is the damage. 


countless thousands of dollars' 
worth, done each year to fur¬ 
nishings and furniture. When 
the heating season begins, the 
normal moisture is rapidly 
pulled from these fibrous prod¬ 
ucts and the result is dry air 
damage. 


Constitutional 
Reform Council 
Meets In JSeivton 

The Executive Board of the 
newly formed Council for Con¬ 
stitutional Reform in Massa¬ 
chusetts met on Sunday at 
the home of Mrs. Arnold Z. 
Rosoff, 20 Shady Hill Road, 
Newton Highlands. 

It was stated that the pur¬ 
pose of the Council is to work 
in a nonpartisan manner for a 
limited Massachusetts Consti¬ 
tutional Convention which 
would modernize the adminis¬ 
trative structure, strengthen 
the executive organization of 
the state government, and ex¬ 
amine the basis of representa¬ 
tion and the process of amend¬ 
ment in the Commonwealth. 
The Council has declared that 
the limited Constitutional Con¬ 
vention which they seek would 
not consider matters pertain¬ 
ing to the Judiciary or the Bill 
of Rights. 

On Sunday, the Executive 
Board established committees 
to begin work on such areas 
as membership, public rela¬ 
tions, research, finances, draft¬ 
ing of the bill which will call 
for a Constitutional Conven¬ 
tion. The legal counsel for the 
organization announced that 
the group will be incorporated 
in March and will then be 
ready for an ? 11-out effort to 
secure a constitutional conven¬ 
tion in order to update the 
structure of government in the 
state. 

Membership in the Council 
for Constitutional Reform in 
Mass, is open to all citizens of 
the state and to all organiza¬ 
tions in the state who sub¬ 
scribe to the Council's pur¬ 
pose. All Newton residents in¬

Newton Chapter. Red Cross, 
is asking home stitchers to 
devote a few volunteer hours 
to the making of warm gar¬ 
ments that are badly needed 
to ease the plight of a great 
many refugees in Algeria. 

What is needed is a plentiful 
supply of Djamirs, an authen¬ 
tic Algerian pull-over made 
from canton flannel, and 
bloomers of unbleached cotton 
called Serewals, the chapter 
points out, in explaining that 
their home manufacture is 
both a simple process and a 
good way to start the new 
year. 

Their need has increased 
due to the rise in the number 
of refugees in Algeria from 
4,250,000 to 4,670,000 since last 
fall. Despite the effort of vari¬ 
ous relief agencies, conserva¬ 
tive estimates by the Algerian 
government and U. S. Health 
and technical experts indicate 
that many thousands of them 
may die from exposure and 
malnutrition and other condi¬ 
tions before spring. 

The lack of shelter is so 
acute, that the only source of 
comfort is warm clothing, the 
chapter declares, and the local 
Red Cross has set itself an 
enormous goal toward the 
completion of the 6000 gar¬ 
ments assigned to the Boston 
area. During December, the 
first shipment of 1200 gar¬ 
ments produced here was sent 
overseas, but since then, due 
to the holidays, home sewers 
have been hard to find. 


The program is sponsored 
by the American Red Cross, 
who appropriated $50,000 for 
materials at the request of 
the International organization. 
The Newton Red Cross is one 
of seven chapters across the 
country engaged in this spe¬ 
cial program.

The Republicans are more civil and coolly polite 
In feuding among themselves than are the Democrats. 
They don't go around shouting and screaming. They 
are more restrained when it comes to hurling verbal 
brickbats. 

But where the Democrats blow off steam and for¬ 
get their quarrels more quickly, the Republicans harbor 
their feuds. There are Republicans in Massachusetts 
today who pass each other in icy silence because of an 
argument they had at the GOP State Convention back 
in 1936. 

So the GOP House members who sought to oust 
Curtiss as their leader and the Republican Senators 
who opposed the election of Graham as their spokes¬ 
man will sit back and wait for them to make a major 
mistake. 

Graham's position is more secure than that of Cur¬ 
tiss. A group of Republican Senators sought out Gra¬ 
ham and persuaded him to stand against Lamson be¬ 
cause they felt the latter was not forceful and aggres¬ 
sive enough. The blunt, outspoken Graham is suffi¬ 
ciently forceful and aggressive to satisfy the most ar¬ 
dent and partisan Republican.

he knows. However, he sounded 
like Foster Furcolo, the politi¬ 
cian, on the Williams show.

Volpe’s Silence 
Only Temporary 

A number of reader* have 
asked why ex-Governor Volpe 
dropped out of sight so sud¬ 
denly after walking down the 
State House stairs on inaugural 
day and seemingly passing into 
oblivion. 

The answer is that Volpe ha* 
gone on a vacation cruise with 
his thoughts, his memories and 
his regrets. 

There are conflicting re¬ 
ports as to the part Volpe uill 
take in political affairs when he 
returns home. 

Some persons close to him 
indicate that he will assume a 
position as titular leader of 
the Republican party in Massa¬ 


chusetts, will speak out on 
public issue* and begin lay¬ 
ing the groundwork for another 
hid for the Governorship in 
1964. 

Other* as«ert that Volpe 
probably will seek a return 
fight with Governor Peabody 
next vear but that he is likely 
to remain rather quiet this year 
and launch hi* campaign about 
12 months from now. 

Volpe will he confronted 
with the problem of overcom¬ 
ing the unfavorable impression 
created by the wheeling and 
dealing with the Governor's 
Council in the closing stages 
of his administration before he 
can hope to successfully nego¬ 
tiate t h e political comeback 
trail.

One wrong move by him, 
and it will drop on his neck, for the Young Turks, 
some of whom could qualify as middle-aged Turks, 
realize they made a strategical error at a critical point 
in their fight to knock out Curtiss. If another opening 
presents itself, they'll try again. 

The reason given publicly, of course, for the dissatis¬ 
faction a substantial number of House Republicans ex¬ 
press with Curtiss' leadership was that he didn't join 
with Governor Peabody in the battle to prevent John 
F. Thompson's reelection as Speaker. 


Actually, the feeling against 
Curtiss goes deeper than that. 
The GOP House rebels believe 
that Curtiss is not a strong, ef¬ 
fective leader. 

To a degree that's true. In 
fairness, however, Curtiss is 
confronted with a political 
problem. He can’t fight every 
proposal made by a Demo¬ 
cratic Governor without leav¬ 
ing the House Republicans 
open to the charge of obstruc¬ 
tionism. 

A 'either can he work hand in 
glove with a Democratic Gover¬ 
nor, as some of the GOP dissi¬ 
dents wanted him to do in the 
Speakership struggle. 

One humorous aspect to the 
fight to depose Curtiss was that 
some of the Curtiss critics ar¬ 
gued that they wanted a young¬ 
er and more vigorous spokes¬ 
man. It developed that Repre¬ 
sentative William 1. Randall 
whom they backed against Cur¬ 
tiss is two years older than Cur¬ 
tiss. 

Curtiss could achieve a great¬ 
er degree of harmony between 
the two Republican factions in 
the House if he named Randall 
as his assistant floor leader or 
whip. ViTiether the bitterness 
and mistrust between thp two 
groups is too strong for such 
a move appears uncertain. 

The Curtiss hackers, mean¬ 
while. are resentful of the fact 
that their man has been forced 
to fight off periodic attempts 
to demote him. 

It all adds up to the fact 
that the task of rebuilding the 


Republican party in Massachu¬ 
setts is made more difficult by 
the strife and discord between 
the GOP legislative factions. 
It also points up the lack of 
a strong overall leadership at 
the top of the GOP.

Furcolo Radio Talk 
Causes Conjecture 

Former Governor Foster Fur¬ 
colo insists that he has no pres¬ 
ent intention of standing for 
public office again. But on the 
Gerry Williams show recently 
he sounded very much like a 
man who is leaving the door 
open to a possible political 
comeback attempts. 

Furcolo now has been back 
in private life a little more than 
two years after a career that 
saw him serve as Congressman, 
State Treasurer and Governor. 

He went out of office disap¬ 
pointed and disillusioned, re¬ 
jected by the voters of his own 
party when he sought the 
Democratic nomination for the 
U. S. Senate. 

Furcolo has been hurt even 
more both by the poor image 
of his administration created 
by the disclosures of the cor¬ 
ruption which occurred while 
he was in office. 

In all the investigations, how¬ 
ever. there never has been any 
evidence which linked Furcolo 
in any way with any dishonest 
or corrupt action. 

Neither, in fact, can Furcolo 
he held responsible for what

Custom-Made 

Mouth Guards 
For Athletes 

The Newton section of the 
Charles River Dental Society 
has co-operated with the 
Physical Education Depart¬ 
ment of the Newton Public 
Schools and the Newton 
Health Department in a pro¬ 
gram to furnish custom-made 
mouth protectors to all foot¬ 
ball and hockey players at 
both Newton High School and 
Newton South High School. 

This is part of a nation¬ 
wide program recommended 
by the National Alliance Foot¬ 
ball Rules Committee to pro¬ 
tect players from tooth and 
mouth injuries. Mouth injur¬ 
ies comprise about 20 per 
cent of all football and hockey 
injuries and use of the mouth 
protectors will virtually elim¬ 
inate them. 

Local Newton dentists vol¬ 
unteered their time and know¬ 
ledge to take impressions of 
the boys' teeth for the fabri¬ 
cation of the latex protectors. 
Materials, assistance, and 
part of the laboratory costs 
were provided by the School 
Department. The mouth pro¬ 
tector is a personal piece of 
equipment and belongs to 
each player. 

This is the first year that 
the program has been in ef¬ 
fect in the Newton schools. 
The results are under study 
by Dr. Robert Kirschbajm, 
co-ordinator of Dental Ser¬ 
vices, Newton Health Depart¬ 
ment, and Frank M. Simmons, 
supervisor.

Power Of Pen And Phone 

The American taxpayer has sat in calmness, com¬ 
posed in the face of mounting demands upon his hard- 
earned money, all the time positive that he was being 
taken—almost as brazenly as the corn-fed jasper who 
wondered into the Big Town only to be sold the Brook¬ 
lyn Bridge. 

The taxpayer’s capacity for ungrudgingly sharing 
the financial load, his tolerance of those hoisting the 
weight on his shoulders, have been accepted as the na¬ 
tional image of John Q. Public. Oh, he will grumble 
among his own but is never inspired to march upon 
the barricades. However, of late there are slight winds 
of unrest noted in our Commonwealth. They could in¬ 
dicate the spawning of a real, old-fashioned northeaster 
of public indignation. It is geared to descend upon the 
Golden Dome of our hallowed State House. 

The voice crying in the wilderness of mounting 
taxes is that of Frank J. Zeo, executive director of the 
Massachusetts Federation of Taxpayers Associations. 
Director Zeo forecasts a genuine taxpayer’s revolt, 
complete with swaying placards and a grim march on 
Beacon Hill, if Governor Peabody and the lads in the 
State Legislature fail to proride a big boost in state 
aid to help reduce local property taxes. 

Director Zeo told the recent annual meeting of the 
Massachusetts Press Association, of which Transcript 
Publication newspapers are members, that the proposed 
Federal tax cut would be a real boon to the overloaded 
taxpayer. Bringing the problem back to our own Com¬ 
monwealth, he predicted that the average Massachusetts 
family, now paying more than $500 in property taxes 
yeariy, will be paying close to $600 in 1965, and at least 
$750 by 1970, unless relief is granted. He called these 
predicted taxes "perilously close to confiscatory taxa¬ 
tion" for many families. 

"More groups and individuals than ever before are 
focused on the governor and legislators because of this 
urgent need for local tax re.ief, and I don’t believe these 
citizens will be satisfied if only a few fiscal scraps are 
tossed their way," Zeo commented. 

A revolt would have happened before now, Zeo 
indicated, except for these factors: The local taxpayer 
usually trusts his legislators to look out for his in¬ 
terests; he is conditioned to gradual increases in his 
taxes; he doesn’t always know he is paying too much 
in property taxes compared to other taxpayers; and 
he complains to the wrong people. 

As Director Zeo sees the local taxpayer: "He 
sounds off at town meetings when he should be talking 
to his State legislators. The taxpayer forgets that the 
communities have nowhere to turn for substantial re¬ 
lief except to the Legislature, and he is unaware of 
the appalling degree to which the State heaps costs on 
the cities and towns." 

A far less complicated solution to this problem is 
proposed to our readers today, to replace the State 
House march and the thrusting placards. Write or phone 
your own representatives in the Legis.ature. Keep the 
phones ringing and the ink slinging. 

Legislators are quick to discern the formation of 
waves of public opinion and are certain to act accord¬ 
ingly before the waves swell into breakers and crash on 
the shore. Every voter is his or her own task force, 
his own public relations expat. Write or phone—and 
often. 

To facilitate the use of the pen or phone, this 
newspaper carries the names of all local State Rep¬ 
resentatives and Senators from this district. Inform 
these public servants of your dissatisfaction with the 
drag caused by our monstrous Massachusetts prop¬ 
erty tax, which carries 60 percent of the total tax 
load in this State, along with its sidekick, the motor 
vehicle excise tax. 

The property tax is the fastest growing of all our 
major taxes—up 16 percent in three years and 5 per¬ 
cent, or 37 million dollars, over last year. 

It is high time we get busy with the phone and pen.

Magazine Tells 
About School 
Activity Here 

An experiment on geog¬ 
raphy, conducted by Richard 
McCann, a teacher at Meadow- 
brook Junior High School, is 
described in an article which 
asks. "How Alive Is Your High 
School?" in the February issue 
of Seventeen Magazine, which 
goes on sale tomorrow (Fri¬ 
day). 

The teacher had different 
groups of an eighth grade 
class choose a place, a state 
or a part of the country, then 
hunt up information on where 
the people live, the climate, 
topography, where the trans¬ 
portation lines run, the rain¬ 
fall variations, which section 
produces which products, etc. 

Students were responsible 
for transferring the informa¬ 
tion, in map form, to trans¬ 
parent pieces of plastic, which 
could be laid over an outline 
map of the place. 

McCann, the article states, 
did not know how well the 
experiment in writing their 
own geography would work. 
One group had It come out 
just right — they chose Ha¬ 
waii, and all the overlay maps 
showed clear outlines, so the 
regions could be clearly drawn.

Die Democrats in the House 
of Representatives at first got 
their signals crossed on how to 
meet the Republican move for 
an investigation of Ted s cam¬ 
paign costs. 

Speaker John F. Thompson 
spearheaded a fight against the 
measure only to have Repre¬ 
sentative Gerard Doherty of 
Charlestown, who was picked 
by Senator Kennedy to he 
Chairman of the Democratic 
State Committee, join with the 
Republicans in voting for the 
probe. 

That Thompson and Doher- 
tv took opposing stands on 
the matter was obviously due 
to the fact that Doherty ar¬ 
rived late for the legislative 
session and had not oppor¬ 
tunity to get together with 
Thompson on the strategy. 

But it also pointed up that 
Kennedy's top lieutenant and 
his leading backers in the 
House not only were uncon¬ 
cerned about the proposed 
probe hut had decided that it 
might boomerang on the GOP. 

If Republican masterminds 
want to assemble ammunition 
to fire against Ted Kennedy 
when he comes up for reelec¬ 
tion in 1964, it would seem 
that the thing to do is to keep 
a close watch on what he does 
as Senator and to hammer 
away at any actions w'ith which 
they are in disagreement. 

That might be both awkward 
and difficult since Ted Ken¬ 
nedy and Senator Leverett 
Saltonstall appear to be work¬ 
ing closely together. In fail, it 
will be interesting to see on 
what, if any. issues Kennedy 
and Saltonstall take opposing 
positions. 

Those mapping the GOP 
strategy in Massachusetts 
would do well to start look¬ 
ing ahead instead of hack. The 
view to the rear is not exactly 
an attractive one from the Re¬ 
publican standpoint. 

Pundits Err In Rating 
Peabody A Conservative 

Some political pundits al¬ 
ready are expressing the con- 


This mav prove to be a pre¬ 
mature and hastv appraisal. 

Peabndv’s first budget mes¬ 
sage to the Legislature was 
conservative in the sense that 
he advocated no new taxes al¬ 
though there is considerable 
doubt that Peabody can run 
the Stale government for the 
next two years without getting 
additional money from some 
source. 

But Peabody's political phil¬ 
osophy is far from conserva¬ 
tive. This undoubtedly will be¬ 
come apparent as his adminis¬ 
tration progresses. 

It will be evident in his at¬ 
titude toward labor and social 
legislation. 

Some time within the next 
few weeks Peabody will recom¬ 
mend drastic changes in the 
State income tax law in an 
attempt to raise between $70 
and $100 million for distri¬ 
bution to the cities and towns 
to ease their tax problems. 

Peahodv is committeed to 
submitting such a proposal to 
the State Legislature regard¬ 
less of what his prospects may 
he on obtaining approval of it. 

Eventually, he also will be 
forced to seek some new or ad¬ 
ditional taxes to meet the ris¬ 
ing cost of the State govern 
ment unless he is willing to 
curtail and cut hack some of 
the State’s services and activi¬ 
ties which he is unlikely to do. 

A good many political ex¬ 
perts believe that Peabody is 
making a mistake in not fac¬ 
ing up now to the States fin¬ 
ancial problem. 

Thev point out that if Pea- 
hody needs any additional 
taxes to finance the operation 
of the State Government dur¬ 
ing his administration, the time 
to seek them is now rather than 
to procrastinate and that Pea¬ 
body would have little or no 
chance of obtaining approval 
of a tax hike bill in 1964, an 
election year.

Pa¬ 
tients are selected by the 
school nurses who make the 
necessary appointments dur¬ 
ing school hours. The clinic 
is operated each school day 
throughout the year with the 
dentists in attendance. During 
school vacations the hygien¬ 
ists use the facilities to clean 
the children's teeth. 

Dr. Kirschbaum has listed 
four rules to insure dental 
health. If followed they are 
effective in helping the indi¬ 
vidual to keep his teeth. 
These rules are: 

1. A well-balanced diet with 
consumption of sweets kept to 
a minimum. Sugar is turned 
into destructive mouth acids 
that cause dental decay. 

2 . Proper toothbrushing 
habits beginning at an early 
age. This means brushing the 
teeth immediately after eat¬ 
ing. 

3. Early detection and treat¬ 
ment of dental disease. This 
will prevent more extensive 
dental ills later on. Neglect 
may produce serious dental 
problems which will continue 
throughout life. 

4: Use of drinking water 
containing the proper amount 
of fluorides for prevention of 
tooth decay, and application 
of fluoride solutions to the 
teeth at periodic intervals. In 
communities without fluorida¬ 
ted water the dentist or phy¬ 
sician can prescribe fluoride 
tablets as a dietary supple¬ 
ment.

allocate $10,000 of its own 
funds to provide the most ele¬ 
mentary relocation assistance 
to its people. 

"Five hundred families 
have been forced to leave 
their homes and to spend 
their own money to move 
their household goods else¬ 
where to get out of the way 
of this road. Over 100 busi¬ 
nesses have had to move for 
the public good, and they have 
had to use their own funds 
to make this move. Fifty-nine 
businesses had to apply to 
the Chamber of Commerce for 
aid in relocating, but despite 
this, about 20 percent had 
to leave Newton and another 
10 percent went out of busi¬ 
ness, and that means more 
tax loss to the city.” 

People Suffering 
Major Upheaval 

Continuing, Mrs. Feingold 
declared that the people were 
suffering a major upheaval in 
having to pull up their roots, 
move their children to new 
schools, join a new church. 

"There can be no compen¬ 
sation for this, but it is piling 
injustice on injury to ask them 
to pay the moving man for 
that privilege,” she said. 

She went on to say that the 
people she had worked with 
during the past year lacked 
the kind of money the furni¬ 
ture movers demand. She 
cited the experience of a Ne¬ 
gro couple with eight chil 
dren, two of them in college 
Their rented house was tak 
en.

100 houses they finally found 
one for sale at a price within 
their means. The father could 
not afford a mover, so hired 
a U-Haul-It truck and did the 
moving, losing a day’s pay 
in the process. 

“As renters they were en¬ 
titled to nothing,” Mrs. Fein¬ 
gold said,—no market value, 
nothing. The people involved 
in eminent domain takings 
are human beings, whether 
they are renters or owners, 
and are entitled to more than 
‘fair market value.’ They are 
entitled to prompt payment, 
at least on a protanto basis, 
and they are entitled to help 
in finding a new home, or a 
new store. 

“In the City of Newton the 
vacancy rate is less than 1 
percent, and this in a city 
where 85 percent of the hous¬ 
ing is valued at $15,000 and 
above. Where could the 500 
families go? The answer is 
obvious. Many of them could 
not stay in Newton. 

“The bills before you rep¬ 
resent many reactions to this 
problem, and many attempts 
to reach a more equitable so¬ 
lution. The Galvin-Bradly- 
Fishman bills include provi¬ 
sions for moving allowances, 
a relocation agency with the 
responsibility of insuring the 
availability of decent, safe 
and sanitary dwellings to re¬ 
place the ones being taken, 
and the provision that any 
person affected by the taking 
may apply for injunctive re¬ 
lief if he believes that the law 
is not fully being carried out. 
These are vital and necessary 
provisions to any bill that may 
be passed. 

“Lastly, I would like to 
point out that it would have 
cost the Massachusetts Turn¬ 
pike Authority $310,000 to pro¬ 
vide maximum moving allow¬ 
ances for the families and 
businesses displaced in New¬ 
ton, and relocation services 
to assist them. This is all that 
helping the human beings in 
one city would have added to 
the mammoth cost of this 
road.” 

Wilbur W. Bullen, chairman 
of the Newton Community 
Council, spoke briefly, urging 
a favorable report on the re- 
location-relief legislation, and 
saying that the Council was 

concerned at the moment

Loeal Tax Rate May Never 
Exceed $70. Association 
Reports And Offers Plan 


"Newton's tax rate? may 
never need to exceed $70.' the 
Newton Taxpayers' Associa¬ 
tion says in its January hulle- 
tin. The association offers a 
program to back up its asser¬ 
tion and calls for co-operative 
community effort to make 
the program work. 

The Taxpayers' program 
(apart from schools and re¬ 
valuation which which will he 
covered in a later bulletin) 
has four general sections; 
work, investment, effort at the 
state level, and self denial 
and self help. 

In the first section—work— 
the bulletin supports the cur¬ 
rent city investigation of au¬ 
tomated devices to both re¬ 
duce and get quicker in¬ 
formation from necessary pa¬ 
per work. It makes six re- 
ommendations concerning 
land and buildings to "set the 
stage for bringing new rapi 
tal on to old land, not just by 
spasms of redevelopment but 
by using continuing factors 
influencing the uses and dis¬ 
positions of property general- 
fy in the city.” 

The specific recommenda¬ 
tions are; to up-date the 
building code, to adopt a 
housing code, to establish an 
area enforcement agency to 
make real estate uses con¬ 
form with zones, alternatively 
to rezone by halfblocks to 
make zones conform to dom¬ 
inant uses, to revamp the re¬ 
tail business zone ordinance, 
to require new business con¬ 
struction to provide adequate 
off-street parking, and to 
adopt a "whole village at 
least" concept of zoning, traf¬ 
fic routes and parking. 

The bulletin argues that 
putting the first section of 
the program to work will en¬ 
hance the beneficial effect of 
the second section—invest¬ 
ment. Guidelines for new 
investment recommended are: 
multifamily construction

areas unsuitable for single 
dwellings: the river shore 
should be kept available 
"both as a public asset and 
so full investment advantage 
can be taken of the overlook 
value”; new Investment too 
should be channeled through 
the "whole village" concept. 

The purpose of the first 
two sections is to avoid 
skimpy or crowded invest¬ 
ment projects which would 
lead to unduly high social 
and other municipal costs 
without an adequate support¬ 
ing valuation base. 

The third section of the As¬ 
sociation's program—e f f o r t 
at the state level—calls for 
legislation further improving 
the urban redevelopment cor¬ 
poration law “to give private 
capital a greater opportunity 
to take over some of the re¬ 
development load." It backs 
the Taxpayers' Federation 
program for payment by the 
state of $30 million in back 
debts due the cities and 
towns, home rule changes, 
more management teams, 
price tags on spending bills, 
tax reform, and grass roots 
support for government im¬ 
provement. 

Also the Association calls 
for citizens to keep their leg¬ 
islators alert to avoid pass¬ 
ing new laws which pass the 
cost burden on to cities and 
towns. 

The program's fourth sec¬ 
tion urges citizens to refrain 
for three years from asking 
the city to assume new serv¬ 
ices which are not directly 
part of the basic municipal 
obligations for public health, 
education and safety. It also 
recommends for at least the 
three year period a more 
vigorous continuation of 
Newton's old tradition of self 
help through voluntary asso¬ 
ciations in the non-basie serv¬ 
ices to be carried on in con¬ 
junction with the city's nor¬ 
mal budgetary growth. 

Why three years? The As¬ 
sociation projects that in 1966 
the school population can be 
nearly stabilized and “the 
most explosivp of the post 
war new costs" may be 
leveled off.

The speaker will be Dr. Mal¬ 
colm L. Diamond, professor of 
Religion at Princenton Univer¬ 
sity, and his interesting and 
provocative subject will be 
"Martin Buber and Christian¬ 
ity.”

Dr. Diamond, an alumnus of 
Yale University, also studied 
at Yale Divinity School.
